and use the papers to chloroform 
their readers.” 
•Mr. Bryan advocated the passage 
of a law which would compel news­ 
papers to publish not only the names 
of their nominal owners, but also the 
holders of mortgages upon the prop­ 
erties.

much space to crim e and domestic 
infelicity. Because the public seems 
to demand such news, he said, was 
no reason that it should be used. A

that are not good for the public to 
read. 
Another evil, Mr. Bryan declared, 
is the discussion of public questions 
from a sensational standpoint and 
he decried the manner iii which the 
present movement of troops is be­ 
ing described in some newspapers.

Secretary of War Dickinson Denies 
Reports of Contemplated 
Invasion. 


Now York, March 13.—The Mexi­ 
can ambassador here and tim 'Mexi­ 
can m inister of finance received as­ 
surances from 
Washington 
Monday 
night which convinced them there is 
sincere co-operation between the ad­ 
ministration of President Taft and 
that of President Diaz. It is not pro­ 
fessed that all tension has been re­ 
lieved, bat apprehension was apprec­ 
iably lessened by two pieces of news. 
F irst in im portance was 
a 
long 
telegram to Ambassad’cr De La Barra 
from the state departm ent announc­ 
ing that the United States warships 
assigned to patrol duty on the Pacif­ 
ic and Gulf coasts of Mexico had been 
ordered to call at Mexican ports only 
for coal 
and 
then 
to 
withdraw 
promptly. 
This action is deeply reassuring to 
Senor Limantour. In a recent inter­ 
view he said lie could only consider 
the presence of American men-of-war 
in 
Mexican waters 
so 
*ar distant 
from their base at Galveston, as part 
of an unnecessary effort to impress 
on Mexico the power of the United 
States 
His persona! protest was promptly 
followed 
by official representations 
and tonight be expressed himself as 
“very much gratified that the re­ 
quest of his government had been b o 
promptly granted/'*- Ambassador 
De 
La R a m added that the action “ was 
highly 
satisfactory 
to his 
govern­ 
ment and taal nerfect understanding 
exists between the two governments 
regarding me m atter.” 
No More Troop**. 
The second development was the 
publication here of an authorized in­ 
terview wit* Jacob M. Dickinson, th* 
secretary of war, in which h? denied 
that 
this 
gov- rnment 
contemplated 
intervention or that orders hod be n 
issued to mobilize a second army 
corps on tho frontier. 
\ rumor to 
that effect originating in Galveston, 
was current here, but General Leon­ 
ard 
Wood, 
in 
Washington, 
added 
his denials to those of Secretary Dick 
inson. 
Regarding the telegram from Wash­ 
ington, Ambassador De La Barra said 
it contained assurances that “Presi­ 
dent Taft wished to reiterate the ex­ 
pressions of good feeling and friend­ 
ship on the part of the United States 
government toward the Mexican gov­ 
ernm ent which he expressed to the 
American ambassador at a recent in­ 
terview.”

Under term s of the amended prohi­ 
bition law, which does not go into ef­ 
fect until June 9, the amount of in­ 
toxicants on** may legally possess <i« 
limited to one gallon of 
liquor 
or 
or wine and one cask of beer at res­ 
idences and one quart at places of 
business or places of amusement. 
It is specifically provided that «uch 
liquor shall not be used for illegal 
purposes, and while there was Some 
criticism of any 
legal 
recognition 
in amount, friends of the law be­ 
lieve th at by fixing a maximum the 
law will strike at the bootlegger, who 
has been using tihe residence or bus­ 
iness right to protect him in his 
possession of intoxicants. 
It was pointed out that joints in 
small towns were operated under the 
claim that liquor found in possession 
of the jointist was for his personal 
[use, notwithstanding the amounts ran 
into the car load. As drawn, tin bill 
sought to recognize no amount tm© 
might possess, but in order to get 
the legislation through advocates of 
the measure compromised. 
Power Given Governor. 
The legislature declined to give the 
governor power he asked for to re­ 
move county officers who refused to 
apply the law, but instead gave b in 
authority to employ state enforce- 


I merit office rs whom he may place in 
! any county where the law is not be­ 
long applied. Such state enforcement 
I officers have the powers of sheriffs 
in all counties of the state. There 
remains the court procedure by which 
a derelict officer may be removed 
from office. The provision referred to 
was another compromise made by the 
advocates. 
After three years’ experience, the 
state and local dispensaries will be 
abolished and all liquor spilled as 
soon 
as 
adjudicated 
contraband. 
There is now on hand at the state 
dispensary several thousand dollars’ 
i worth of confiscated liquor, 
which 
the departm ent will dispose of for 
benefit of the agt ncy fund.
